West Andover residents are on their own

Voters from Precinct 5 in West 
Andover will cast their 
ballots in the Sept. 20 State Primary at 
Andover High School with many other resi- 
dents, but their ballot will not be the same. 
Precinct 5 voters will have a different 
choice for state representative. 

During redistricting last fall, Precinct 5 
was carved out of the 17th Essex District, 
which the rest of Andover is in, and given 
to the 18th Middlesex District, which 
includes Lowell and part of Tewksbury. 
The move was aimed at reducing the num- 
ber of residents in the 17th Essex from 
about 42,000 persons to 37,000. 

While Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, cur- 
rently represents the rest of town and four 
Lawrence precincts, Andover’s Precinct 5 
is now in the district under Rep. Edward 
LeLacheur, D-Lowell, a 21-year veteran and 
chairman of the House Committee on Per- 
sonnel and Administration. The 18th Mid- 
dlesex District includes Lowell and one 


Tewksbury precinct. 

There are 4,252 residents in Precinct 5, 
including 2,338 registered voters. The area 
is bordered by Interstate 93 on the north 
and east, the Merrimack River to the west 
and, roughly, Lowell Street to the south. 
Several Andover businesses are located in 
Precinct 5, including Hewlett-Packard Co., 
which is undergoing a major expansion in 
West Andover. 

Anyone who has a question regarding 
which district they live in can check the 
posted listings at the post office on Stevens 
Street, Memorial Hall Library or Old Town 
Hall, or call the town clerk’s office.

In the September primary, residents of 
Precinct 5 will have a choice between Rep. 
LeLacheur and his Democratic opponent, 
Leo “Buckles” Nolan, also of Lowell, or 
Republican Roy F. Nagle, of Lowell, who is 
running unopposed on the Republican pri- 


mary ballot.

River Road construction 


is on or ahead of schedule 
Job should be 85 percent complete by late fall

Although it might not appear so now, the 
widening and reconstruction of River Road, 
from Interstate 93 in Andover to Route 114 
in Lawrence, should be mostly completed 
by year end. 

“We're hoping it will be done by the end 
of the fall,” Chrysa Meyers, spokesperson 
for the Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment, said Monday, Aug. 15. 

Bob Aponas, superintendent for The 
Middlesex Corporation and Affiliates, the 
contractor for the job, said yesterday, 
Wednesday, that only about 85 percent of 
the work would actually be done before 
winter, but that the road will be paved and 
traffic will be operating in its permanent 
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lanes before the snow falls. The telephone 
company is doing some major work on Riv- 
er Road and moving some utility poles, and 
completion of final paving will have to wait 
until spring, Mr. Aponas said. 

After 10 years of planning, the job finally 
got under way last fall and was scheduled 
for completion by August 1995, according to 
the state contract. Town planners early this 
year feared scheduling problems with the 
crews responsible for moving the utilities 
would cause delays in completion of the 
project, but that does not appear to be the 
case now. 

The proposal for this project was in the 


works since 1983. The improvements are

Octogenarian 
writes her first book

SHE describes Lake 
Norfolk, on the 
border of Arkansas and Mis- 
souri, as one of three blue 
lakes in the world, a place 
“where you can actually drink 
the water.” As a child she cast 
her line there, and has since 
fished at the North Pole. And 
she won a bowl in Hawaii for 
catching the year’s largest 
fish. 

Lucile Foster, the writer, 
loves to visit and to see differ- 
ent parts of the world. 

Lucy, the cat, isn’t so sure 
at first. 

Lucy the Cat is the story of 
a l-year-old city kitty named 


Lucy that must adjust to a 
new life when her mistress 
moves to the country. 

The children’s story is the 
first published book of Ms. 
Foster, who was born in 1907 
in the small town of Cincin- 
nati, Iowa. She has lived in 
Andover 11 years. 

A release from the publish- 
er, Carlton Press, states, 
“Lucy could just as well be a 
little girl or boy moving into a 
new neighborhood and meet- 
ing new challenges,” and Ms. 
Foster acknowledges that the 
book is meant in part to help 
children adjust to new sur- 


roundings. .

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However, the book also has 
real-life connections, since the 
cat is modeled after a feline that 
her daughter, Susan, kept in a 
Boston-area apartment before 
she was married. 

Lucile Foster used to watch 
the kitten try to swat birds out 
on a porch, and the book is her 
idea of what must have been 
going through the feline’s mind 
when it moved away from the 
city. 

“I just thought this book was 
fun. It was a surprise to my fami- 
ly. There’s four of them,” her 
daughter, son-in-law and two 
grandchildren, she said, “and I 
took them four books and 
walked back out.” 

In Lucy the Cat Ms. Foster also 
mentions a horse named Cricket 
that she first owned when her 
daughter was 8 years old. 

“T think children need pets. 
Mothers and fathers are often 
busy so there’s not a lot of pat- 
ting and hugging, but (children) 
can have a pet and they just 
adore it. I had to love Cricket to 
travel a mile every day and to 
/ clean out his stall and carry a 
bale of hay.” 

Although Lucy the Cat is Ms. 
Foster’s first book, she said some 
of her poems have been pub- 
lished. She also has submitted 
three short stories of a different 
genre to Carlton Press that she 
would like to sée published 
under the same cover, 

“There's nothing sweet about 
a lot of my stories because every- 
thing in life is not sweet.” 

Ms. Foster was 12 when her 
mother died and she moved fre- 
quently two years later after her 
father was killed while working. 

“T lost both parents when I 
was young. I think that’s one 
reason I love history and I love 
to travel. I spent the rest of my 
life getting an education,” she 
said. “I’m a great collector.” 

While rummaging through an 
old cedar chest recently, Ms, Fos- 
ter came upon a Kansas City 
Star newspaper from Nov. 11, 
1918, celebrating the end of 
World War I. She intends to 
donate the newspaper to 
Andover’s Memorial Hall 
Library. 

Her walls are covered with 
objects from around the world, 
including a so-called emperor’s 
robe she bought in China when 
she was one of the first Ameri- 
cans to visit the country in 1979. 
'_A painting and frame she 
bought 40 years ago in southern 
France also hangs on her wall. 
She said she saw the artist, 
Jacques Dunoyer, again at an art 
show in Los Angeles seven or 
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Ms. Foster found some 
Ladies Home Journal maga- 
zines from the 1930s when 
recently cleaning house. 


approximately two dozen coun- 
tries during a 1973 ocean voyage. 

“I remember when I got on 
that ship for 66 days. I was alone. 
I didn’t know a soul,” she said. 

Her family made her promise 
that she would go down to the 
bar the first night and meet peo- 
ple. Because all the seats were 
already taken when she arrived 
at the lounge, she stood at the 
end of the bar and ordered her 
cocktail. Ms. Foster said a young 
woman sitting on the last stool 
turned to her and confided that 
she felt uncomfortable, but her 
family had made her promise to 
visit the bar that evening, 

“So I had a friend the first 
night,” said Ms. Foster. 

As a member of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, Ms. 
Foster also made friends, in a 
sense, with President Richard 
Nixon during the 1970s. 

“He was looking for friends 
then. He said, ‘I know all you 
ladies are coming to the White 
House later and you’re welcome 
to come upstairs.’ ” According to 
Ms. Foster, the Daughters took 
over the place and she still has a 
picture of herself sitting at the 
White House piano. “I think I got 
in there at 1:30 and it was dark 
when I came out.” 

Today, staring at a world map 
lined with the flights and cruises 
she has taken, Ms, Foster still 
marvels at all the United States 
and the world has to offer. 

“T don’t know how anyone can 
live in one country and feel like 
they’re fulfilled in life. Look at 
how people are starving in some 
countries. That would never 
happen here. Each of these coun- 
tries is different. They all have 
their own ways,” she said. 
“There’s lots going on in the 
world. It’s always interesting, 
isn’t it?” 

Ms. Foster, the newly pub- 
lished author, certainly seems to 
think so. And in the end, one

The Board of Health granted the 
first variance from the smoking bylaw 


, Monday night when it unanimously 


approved a petition by Grill 93 on Riv- 


| er Road to allow smoking in its bar and 


comedy club. The approval came with 
conditions and smoking is still banned 
in the establishment’s restaurant. 

“We're glad to get what we can get. 
A lot of people in the bar will be hap- 
py,” Bob Cyr, manager at Grill 93, said 
Tuesday. “We're glad it’s back. It defi- 
nitely hurt us.” 

Andover’s smoking bylaw was 
approved at April Town Meeting and 
prohibits smoking in restaurants and 
public buildings, and in public areas of 
private and commercial buildings. It 
went into effect July 13. 


The conditions include that the bar, 
which is separate from the restaurant 
and comedy club, will be restricted to a 
pub menu and will have to submit 
monthly financial statements showing 
that less than 30 percent of its revenue 
is from food. Limiting food revenues to 
the 30 percent is one of the require- 
ments outlined in the bylaw for recog- 
nition as a bar as opposed to a restau- 
rant. The comedy club, where a dinner

package for a meal and a show is 


_ offered four nights a week, will only 


allow smoking after 8 p.m., after the 
dinner is finished. 

Grill 93 will also install new air fil- 
tration systems that will offer equal or 
greater air quality in the smoking 
areas as in the non-smoking areas of 
the facility. That requirement is also a 
provision of the bylaw. 

The bar is separated from the 
restaurant by 30 or 40 feet, according to 
Everett Penney, town health director, 
but there is no door between the two. 
The air system being installed is such 
that a door should not be needed, but 
one of the conditions is that a door will 
be installed within 48 hours of notifica- 
tion if the Board of Health finds at any 
time that the restaurant air is being 
contaminated with smoke. 

Ron Sava, owner of Grill 93, told the 
board that business in the bar has been 
off 40 to 50 percent since institution of 


the bylaw one month ago, according to 
Mr. Penney. 

Mr. Penney said that financial rea- 
sons are not grounds for granting a 
variance from the bylaw, but that ather 
concerns justified the move. 

Smokers were congregating outside 
the doors to the establishment, creat- 
ing a smoking hazard for others enter- 
ing the club, blocking the entrance way 
and putting themselves in the way of 
traffic. There were also instances of 
parties skipping out on paying their 
bills after dinner or the show by step- 
ping outside to smoke and just leaving. 

“It’s not an easy thing for the board 
to wrestle with, but they have to work 
within the parameters of the bylaw,” 
Mr. Penney said. “It’s a balancing act 
and we're trying to help out businesses 
that are having a problem with the 
bylaw, and at the same time protecting 
the public health by fulfilling the 
intent of the bylaw.”

Grill 93 is the first business to 
request, and be granted, a waiver from 
the bylaw, but the board Monday night 
also approved four requests from other 
businesses to be recognized as bars, 
and they therefore are exempt from the 
restrictions of the bylaw. 

Those included Park Street Pub, 
Justins of Andover, the Tage Inn for a 
bar on its premises on River Road, and 
Characters bar at the Andover Mar- 
riott on Old River Road. 

According to the bylaw, bars, where 
food service is incidental to the liquor 
business, are exempt from the restric- 
tions.

Pomps Pond was 
closed one day

Pomps Pond was closed for one day last 
week when bacteria counts rose to unsafe 
levels, according to Everett Penney, town 
health director. 

The pond was closed Wednesday, Aug. 10, 
at 2 p.m., and was re-opened the next day at 
5 p.m. when tests revealed the bacteria lev- 
els dropped back within safe levels. 

Mr. Penney said the high levels of bacte- 
ria were probably due to high use and high 
humidity the previous week during a heat 
wave. Droppings from Canada Geese may 
also have contributed to the increased bacte- 
ria levels at the pond, Mr. Penney said. 

Continued testing has shown the pond is 
still clear this week.

HOW TO YOU MEASURE UP? 
If a diagnosis of osteoporosis is made early enough, 
patients can avail themselves of therapies to forestall its 
effects. Tests are available to measure bone density and 
signal the onset of this bone-thinning disease, but they 
are often quite expensive and are not usually 
compensated by health insurance. There is an 
alternative diagnostic procedure, however, that is both 
simple and inexpensive, By measuring long-term height 
loss, the chiropractor can make use of a strong predictor 
of osteoporosis. Excess long-term height loss of 1.25 to 
2 inches beyond middle age indicates a bone-mineral 
density loss of 6 to 12 percent. Such a loss may be 
indicative of osteoporosis and the need to take counter 
measures against the disease.

meant to accommodate increased traffic 
from new industrial developments on River 
Road, and from planned industrial develop- 
ments in Lawrence, particularly the former 
Emerson College site off Andover Street 
(River Road becomes Andover Street at the 
Lawrence line). 

The wider River Road/Andover Street, 
between I-93 in Andover and Beacon Street 
in Lawrence, will accommodate additional 
lanes for through traffic and auxiliary lanes 
for turning movements. Additional widen- 
ing was also done between Beacon Street 
and Route 114 in Lawrence. 

A raised median will prevent turning 
across oncoming traffic from Federal Street 
to North Street, and a painted median will 
continue east from North Street, providing 
easier access for businesses. 

The old pavement was torn up, the road 
was widened and new utilities were laid 
underground for telephone, electric and gas 
services. Telephone poles that still need to be 
relocated stand in the middle of the new, 
wider roadway, an initial layer of asphalt 
already down around some of them. The 
raised medians still need to be installed, but 
much of the new granite curbing is already 
in place for the sidewalks along both sides of 
the road. Crews this week were preparing 
the surface of the road for the new pave- 
ment, according to Ms, Meyers. 

“What’s going to happen now is you'll 
basically see the new layers of pavement 
going on” and the curbing and sidewalks 
being installed, she said. 

There was one detour this week, sending 
westbound traffic on Andover Street in 
Lawrence down Ballard Street to Webster 
and North streets and back out to River 
Road at Greater Lawrence Technical School.

Fred S. Tarbox 
Civic leader, helped 
found the Tech School: 
calling hours are today 


Fred S. Tarbox, 75, of Cutler 
Road, a businessman, civic lead- 
er and the driving force behind 
the founding of the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School on 
River Road, died Tuesday, Aug. 
16, at Deaconess Hospital in 
Boston after suffering a stroke. 

A native of Biddeford, Maine, 
Mr. Tarbox was general manag- 
er, vice president and chairman 
of the board of the J.H. Horne 
and Sons Co. of Lawrence for 37 
years, before retiring in 1987. He 
was active in numerous commu- 
nity activities, including busi- 
ness, charitable and youth 
groups. 

He and his wife, Charlotte 
(Mothes), celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary on July 1. 
They have lived in Andover for 
40 years. 

He was a 1986 graduate of 
Bridgeton Academy in 
Bridgeton, Maine. He received a 
bachelor of science degree in 
mechanical engineering from the 
University of Maine. He served 
as a captain with the U.S. Army 
Air Corps during World War II. 

Beginning in the 1950s, Mr. 
Tarbox worked to establish what 
is now Greater Lawrence Tech- 
nical School, originally called 
Greater Lawrence Regional 
Vocational Technical High. It 
became a model for other voca- 
tional schools in the state. 

Joseph Sweeney, a member of 
the vocational school committee 
with Mr. Tarbox for more than 
20 years, and a spokesman for 
AT&T Merrimack Valley Works 
in North Andover, said Mr. Tar- 
box saw a technical high school 
as a salvation for the region’s 


young people and its economy. 

Mr. Tarbox proposed legisla- 
tion in 1956 that, six years later, 
created the school. He then 
served for many years on the 
school’s committee and on the 
Governor’s Council for Techni- 
cal Education. 

He served 37 years as a corpo- 
rator, director and chairman of 
the board at Lawrence Savings 
Bank. Bank president Paul A. 
Miller recalled Mr. Tarbox’s 
unending energy. 

James E. Hamblet, owner of 
Ferrous Technology in 
Lawrence, said Mr. Tarbox was 
his mentor in business. 

Mr. Tarbox was also known 
for his upbeat approach to life 
and a positive attitude that 
infected everyone around him. 
Mr. Tarbox’s community 
involvement covered many 
areas. His community activities 
included more than 30 years 
involvement with Greater 
Lawrence Boy Scouting. He 
served as a scoutmaster in 
Andover and executive board 
president, among other things. 

He received numerous awards 
in later years. Awards included 
the Lawrence Development and 
Industrial Commission; Andover 
Community Service Award; 
Book of Golden Deeds; and the 
Boy Scouts Silver Beaver Award. 

He was also past president of 
the Lawrence YMCA and the 
Yankee Clipper Council of the 
Boy Scouts of America. In June 
he was named a Paul Harris Fel- 
low. 

Mr. Tarbox also served on the 
executive committee for the 
Greater Lawrence Girl Scouts in 
Andover; was given the Book of 
Golden Deeds by the Lawrence 
Exchange Club; the Lawrence 
Industrial Development Award; 
Lord Baden Powell Distin- 
guished Citizen Award, Boy

left to register. 

The primary is Sept. 20, which is 
33 days from today. ‘ 

If you are already registered then 
fine, you will be able to vote. 

But if you haven’t registered — 
you're new to town or you’re just 
now old enough to vote — the last day 
for new voters to register in the State 
Primary is Tuesday, Aug. 23.

Both of us were tired and 
already we'd been interrupted by a 
couple of phone calls. 

The front door bell rang. 

“Who in the world?” 

It was a young man from Green- 
peace. He wanted to talk. We didn’t. 
He wanted our attention. We didn’t 
want to give it. My husband told him 
to go away. The man was polite 
enough. But we didn’t want to be 
interrupted. 

Monday, I phoned Greenpeace. I 
talked with a young man named 
Javiar Mateu, who earns $14,000 a 
year as a field manager for the orga- 
nization, which “works toward a 
clean, safe nuclear-free environment 
for everyone,” he said. 


I can’t say I will invite the next. 
Greenpeace worker into my home

when he or she comes calling, and I 
still don’t agree with their door-to- 
door canvassing, but today I feel 
more sympathetic after chatting with 
Mr. Mateu, who by the way, says he 
did two years at Harvard, majoring 
in English, before dropping out “to 
take time off.” 

He was glad to talk with me, he 
said, because he realized I would tell 
the public that Greenpeace will be 
canvassing in Andover from now 
until about mid-September. It takes 
about six weeks “to do” Andover, he 
said. 

“We do 50 to 60 towns throughout 
the year,” said Mr. Mateu, who has 
worked for Greenpeace three years, 
putting in 40 hours a week, some in 
the office, some on the street at night 
going door to door. 

Five to seven paid Greenpeace 
workers come to Andover, give a list 
of their names to the police and pro- 
ceed door to door. 

Bach canvasser rings the doorbell 
of 30 to 50 households a night. On 
average, said Mr. Mateu, five people 


donate, “which is lame.” 


For those of you who don’t have a 
teen-ager in the house, lame in this 
case means not very good. 

That was my opening. “Then 
why,” I asked, “do you interrupt my 
space, my free time, my privacy 
when I don’t want to be disturbed?” 

Why, I wanted to know, does 
Greenpeace risk alienating me, when 


I believe:in the’ organization's goals, 


but get so angry with the method 
that I give nothing? 

This young man was not put off. 
He had an answer for every question. 
He remained polite, never got pushy. 

“This is not the best way to fund- 
raise, but it’s the best way to achieve 
political change,” said Mr. Mateu, 
who lives in Boston. 

On a given night in this country, 
Greenpeace workers visit door to 
door with about 40,000 people, he 
said. About half respond, signing 
petitions, agreeing to write letters to 
legislators, saying they'll make a 
phone call, or writing a check. 

“That’s amazing power,” pointed 
out Mr. Mateu. 

Greenpeace operates on the theory 
that of the 20,000 good contacts it 
makes in a night, each represents 
between 100 and 500 more because 
each person talks with other people 
and, well, the effect mushrooms. 

Mr. Mateu gave several examples 
of how the door-to-door canvassing is 
working. For example, the efforts 
helped pass the Dolphin Protection 
Act of 1990, which has put a stop to 
the killing of so many dolphins. 

He mentioned some projects 
Greenpeace currently is working on: 
chlorine (the type used to bleach 
paper, which, he said, has been 
linked to breast cancer, as well as 
other maladies), fisheries, energy, 
toxic waste, pesticides, hazardous 
waste, nuclear testing and whales

Her eagerness to give comes from 
her parents who at 70 remain active 
in their Maryland community 
offering their time, talent and ener- 
gy to local museums, libraries and 
charities. 

In 1989 Ms. Pokress began volun- 
teering at the Adult Learning Cen- 
ter in Lawrence. The center offers 
instruction in adult basic educa- 
tion, GED preparation, English as a 
second language and preparation 
fur U.S. citizenship for individuals 
16 years and older. Since volunteer- 
ing at the Adult Learning Center, 
Ms. Pokress has been placed in a 
variety of volunteer capacities: 
tutoring one on one, classroom 
tutoring and most recently, work- 
shop facilitator. 

In September 1992, Ms. Pokress imple- 
mented a series of workshops called “More 
Choices,” presented by the American Associ- 
ation of University Women and initially 
designed to reach young high-school women. 
Ms. Pokress was granted permission from 
the association to present the workshops to a 
new audience — adult women who have 
returned to school to improve their English 
skills (ESL), attain their GED and acquire 
pre-employment skills. 

“More Choices” is designed to build self- 
esteem and supply women with the knowl- 
edge and background to make wise life 
choices. For these women, the workshops 
give them new and alternative ways to look 
at their situations and how they might make 
them better. What makes it work is Ms. 
Pokress — she recognizes the value in each 
woman. :She treats them with dignity, 
respect, understanding and sensitivity. She 
teaches them how to value themselves, to 
recognize their skills, be confident about 
their choices and acknowledge their success- 
es. 

Susie Pokress is an exceptional volunteer; 
everything she does is from the heart. She is 
interested in helping others improve the 
quality of their lives and recognize their 
achievements. :

Samaritans of Merrimack Valley. Mr. 
Cirigliano, while working full-time as an 
assistant manager for Thé Boston Globe, 
manages to volunteer more than 100 hours 
each month with the suicide prevention 
agency. : 

The Samaritans is a private, non-profit, 
non-sectarian, volunteer-led, United-Way 
ffnded organization whose mission is to be 
available 24 hours a day to befriend those 
passing through personal crises and who 
may be in danger of taking their own lives. 
The Samaritan hotlines are staffed by 
trained volunteers who offer compassionate 
and non-judgmental listening to the lonely, 
despairing, depressed and/or suicidal. 

The agency, part of a worldwide Samari- 
tan network, was founded in the Merrimack 
Valley in 1980 by several Andover teachers 
concerned about the growing number of teen 
suicides. The Samaritans was started in 1953 
by, an English clergyman in London. Mr. 
Cirigliano has been a Samaritan for a year 
and a half. He is one of nearly 100 volunteers 
who staff the hotline phones each year. The 
Samaritans respond to more than 30,000 cri- 
sis calls annually, more than 100 calls each 
day. 

He is also a member of the home leader 
group that provides support and guidance to 
befrienders working on the hotline. Also, 
Mr. Cirigliano can frequently be seen in the 
community at health fairs, at schools, 
etcetera, providing community outreach and 
prevention workshops for elders and young 


people. 
‘T have volunteered most of my life, even 


ig high school. Volunteering helps me keep a 


balance in my life,” said Mr, Cirigliano. 

He insists that he is nobody special when 
it comes to caring. 

“We're here simply to try to make a differ- 
ence for those suffering with life-threatening 
desperation and hopelessness.” 

Working with young people and teen- 
agers is Mr. Cirigliano’s special interest. He 
visits schools and youth groups in Andover 
and throughout the Valley, spreading the 
word through workshops, health fairs and

school presentations, Suicide is the sacs 


leading cause of death among college stu- 
dents and the third leading cause of death 
among adolescents, 

“T didn’t think I could ever volunteer for 
suicide-prevention work,” Mr. Cirigliano 
said. “Yet, when I learned that what truly 
mattered was having a compassionate heart, 
an open mind and a listening ear, I thought 
I’d give it a try. The Samaritans provide 
extensive training in befriending the suici- 
dal and despairing, 

“Of course, it’s truly amazing and won- 
derful when you are part of a team that saves 
a life, but my real satisfaction comes in 
knowing that no matter who calls, whether 
they are acutely suicidal, depressed, or just 
lonely... I was there for them. 


“IT wish everyone would volunteer just a 
few hours a week to their favorite charity or 
cause in which they believe. If everyone did, 
can you imagine what we could accomplish. 
Most of society's problems could be solved. 
For myself, I want to be part of the solution, 
not part of the problem. I enjoy feeling that I 
have contributed to my community.” 

The Samaritan services are available to 
anyone in crisis who needs someone to 
speak to in confidence. The hotline number 
is 688-6607. Local residents and organiza- 
tions can also arrange to have The Samari- 
tans speak at their group, church or school 
by calling 688-0030. 

The Samaritans also provide a self-help 
support group for family members, partners 
and friends of suicide victims called Safe 
Place. Locally, Safe Place meetings are held 
the second and fourth Tuesday of each

ities, Ms. McDonough said. 

Frank Vacirca, academic coordina- 
tor at the Tech School, said he is very 
happy about the opportunity to show 
more Andover students what the Tech 
School has to offer. “This is a big land- 
mark, first-time ever,” he said. 

GLTS has been wanting to take part 
in cooperative programming with AHS 
for some time, said Mr. Vacirca. He 
credited Ms. McDonough for finally 
making it happen. 

Academics at AHS 

Academics would be attended to at 
AHS, and students would have the 
choice of carpentry, electrical training, 
graphic arts, culinary arts, food tech- 
nology and a variety of other programs 
at the Tech School the other half of the 
day. Fifteen years ago, when Mr. 
Thomas first came to Andover High, 
the school offered a full industrial arts 
program with five full-time teachers. 
“We don’t have any of that left,” Mr. 
Thomas said. 

“There have been efforts in the past, 
which never seemed to have gotten off 
the ground,” said Mr. Thomas. “What 
sets us apart now is we have absolutely 
no courses here.” 

The program will take AHS students 
who may be _ interested in attending 
their own home-town school, and offers 
them courses that are not available in 
their own school, said the principal. 

“For some students, it’s an excellent 
opportunity,” Mr, Thomas said. 

Mr. Thomas said the program does 
not address Tech School students 
attending AHS. His understanding is

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that Tech students have a full range of 
academics in an integrated program at 
their own school. 

Welcome change 

Ms. McDonough said this program 
will give the Tech School an opportuni- 
ty to strut its stuff for more students. 

“We really are a community 
resource and we want to offer all that 
we can to all of our students, whether 
they come here full time or part time,” 
Ms. McDonough said. 

Most communities have been forced 
to cut industrial arts and technical pro- 
grams. There is no need to duplicate 
efforts, she said. : 

GLTS has had success with limited 
programs that have allowed its stu- 
dents access to AHS facilities. 

“We brought kids over the year 
before last for six weeks to learn how 
to use the editing console in the media 
center at Andover High School so we 
could do our own videotapes,” Mr. 
Vacirca said. Six GLTS students took 
part in that program, which Mr. Vacir- 
ca coordinated. 

AHS will make time available on the 
video channel this year so GLTS stu- 
dents can air four to six half-hour pro- 
grams filmed and edited by students at 
the Tech School, said to Mr. Vacirca. 

Mr. Thomas said he thinks AHS stu- 
dents will be open to the suggestion of 
taking courses at the Tech School. 

“When our students have gone there 
on exchanges through the Greater 
Lawrence Educational Collaborative 
programs, just for a day, they’ve felt 
the environment was positive,” Mr.

Thomas said. 
Program cost 

Mr. Thomas said cost of the program 
has not been discussed in detail, but 
that they should not be significant. 

“The transportation is quite easy to 
arrange and the school system will 
bear the cost of that,” he said. 

The town currently contributes to 
the GLTS budget on an annual fee-per- 
student basis. Mr. Thomas was not 
sure, but said it would seem to make 
sense that the town would be expected 
to contribute about half that amount 
per student for those participating in 
the part-time program. Ms. 
McDonough agreed, but said it would 
be up to the state to determine a formu- 
la. 

As the number of Andover residents 
attending GLTS fluctuated during the 
past few years, the cost to the town 
changed accordingly. The town con- 
tributed $88,315 to the school in 1991, 
$105,926 in 1992 and $88,168 in 1993. The 
town budgeted $78,600 for last year, and 
final actual costs were not available 
this week. The budget already includes 
$109,768 for FY ’95. 

The Fiscal Year 1993 cost covered 23 
students attending the school in the 
1992/1993 school year. That cost was 
about $3,800 per student. A total of 37 
Andover students attended the Tech 
School full time last year, and Ms. 
McDonough said she believes a similar 
number will attend this year. The Tech 
School last year also hosted 55 students 
from North Andover, 244 from 
Methuen and 1,218 from Lawrence.

took Susan Ashlock less than 
I three months to establish herself 
s perhaps the finest female 


long-distance runner in Andover High 
track history. 

Immediate success seems to come 
easily to this diversified 16-year-old 
scholar-athlete, who enters her junior 
year at AHS next month. 

She is a high honors student, ranked 
fourth in the Andover class of ’96, and 
in addition to running, her passions 
include the piano and computers. 

Susan played many a tune on the 
damaged pysche of opposing runners 
last spring, and you don’t have to be an 
IBM programmer to figure out just 
how good her numbers were. 

In her first season of competitive 

‘track, Ashlock established new out- 
door school records in both the two 
mile and mile. 

She knocked more than a full 
minute off her two-mile time during 
the season, and, with two years of high 
school remaining, there is no telling 
how low those digits will go. 

Ashlock was undefeated in league 
(Merrimack Valley Conference) dual 
meet distance races and won the MVC 
Championship Meet two mile. 

She then placed second in the State 
Class B Meet two-mile at Reading High, 
fifth in the All-State Meet two-mile at 
Bridgewater State College, and seventh 
in the New England Championship 
Meet two-mile at Brown University in 
Providence, R.I., as a sophomore last 
spring. 

Only six runners in the six-state 
region were better than the fledgling 
with less than 90 days of serious run- 
ning under her elastic waistband. 

Two gold medals 

Last month, Ashlock competed in 
the annual Bay State Summer Games, 
winning a pair of gold medals by plac- 
ing first in both the scholastic division 
mile run (5:16) and 800 meters (2:23). 

And yet Ashlock didn’t even decide 
to run track until shortly before the 
1994 spring season started. 

Her loyalties coming up through the 
Andover youth sports system have 
been to soccer and basketball. 

Susan has never run cross country, 
much to AHS harrier coach Leo 
Lafond’s dismay, because she started 
soccer at age seven and those two 
sports are simultaneous in high school 
during the fall. 

During the winter months, instead 
of indoor track, she played basketball 
on: the freshman team two years ago 
and as a member of the high school 
junior varsity last year. 

Despite her overwhelming success 
in track, Ashlock will maintain her 

_ allegiance to the soccer team this fall. 

She will probably, however, shift 

basketball to a back burner and con- 
’ centrate on reaching her full running 


potential by switching to indoor track — 


come December. 

“T don’t think I’d like running all 
three seasons,” she explained. “But 
indoor track makes sense.”

mile as part of physical education 
class. 

“T did well,” she said. “I finished in 
about six minutes, and when I com- 
pared that against some (dual meet) 
times I’d seen in the newspaper, I knew 
it would be good enough to score. 

“My gym teacher (Barbara Culli- 
nane) said I should consider running 
track, so I showed up for the first day 
of tryouts.” 

Diamond in the rough 

Veteran head track coach Dick 
Collins knew he had something special 
almost immediately. 

“Her progress during the season 
was phenomenal,” Collins said last 
spring. “Susan continues to amaze us 
every time she runs. There’s no telling 
how good she can be.” 

“Tt didn’t take long for the whole; 
coaching staff to realize her talent,” 
said assistant Art Iworsley, who 
remembered Susan as a youngster at 
South Elementary School when he was 
teaching gym classes. “She tested well 
in everything.” 

Iworsley, head coach of AHS indoor 
track and who works with the jumpers 
in the spring, remembers most vividly 
watching Ashlock in the early-season 
Wilmington Invitational. 

“It was her first big competitive 
meet. The weather was lousy, pouring 
rain with the wind and water blowing 
in everyone’s face. 

“The gun went off and Susan moved 
out to the lead. Late in the race, which 


she won by a lot, I looked at her and - 


there was a big smile on her face, I said 
to myself, ‘this girl loves to run.’ If she 
could smile through all that rain and 
wind, after running two miles, I: knew 
nothing would bother her.” 

“To be that good, the No. 1 thing you 
need is talent,” said coach Lafond. 
“And there’s no denying her talent. 
She’s a very strong, determined run- 
ner. She’s tough mentally and physical- 
ly. 

“I’m sure some people saw Susan 
run in elementary school and thought 
she was good. But she surprised every- 
one at the high school last spring, She 
came out of nowhere. 

“She’s already one of the best dis- 
tance runners in New England. That’s 
pretty unusual in just one season. It’s a 
tremendous achievement. Her poten- 
tial is unlimited.” 

Ashlock’s very first competetive 
two-mile time was 12:14 and her best 
11:07, an impressive improvement of 67 
seconds. 

“It wasn’t like every race my time 
would go down 10 seconds,” explained 


Susan. “I had some plateaus. The time

would drop one meet and rise the next, 
but my two best times did come at the 
end of the season in two of the three 
biggest meets.” 

Loschi relieved 

AHS girls varsity soccer coach Dick 
Loschi breathed a sigh of relief when 
he heard Ashlock was sticking with 
soccer (pre-season practice begins 
Monday, Aug. 29). 

“Last year Susan was a raw dia- 
mond,” said Loschi. “We had so many 
injuries that many of the younger play- 
ers received on-the-job training. They 


were learning to play at a level far. 


above where they had been before. 

“Susan showed a lot of dedication 
and willingness to learn. She was a 
fresh breeze on the field. She’s quiet 
but very smart and well-liked. Sharp, 
observant and good at absorbing infor- 
mation and applying it in a game. 

“She plays mainly defense for us, 
although everyone was forced to move 
around from position to position last 
year. 

“I was surprised at her strength. 
Susan is stubborn on the field. She 
won’t give an inch. It’s tough for some-
